TheM frail structures, while many 

of them stood tli<' (cut bravely, many 
others were either torn to shreds and 

their occupants turned out, into the 

storm, or to badly wrecked thai every- 

thine within was drenched with the 
pouring rain. The tenters were ex- 
cited, and from midnight on to day- 
light they were running about in 
night clothes, Home hall' dr.

wle • or what to do. Clothing 

of canvas flapped about their heads 
like so many friends. Neighbors in 

cottages, however, came to the rescue 
and took in many of the unfortunates 
and numbers of others huddled m 

their wooden kitchens ill the r< 
their demolished tents. In one little 
kitchen were twelve people, beside 
much of their furniture. 

Before daylight Captain Raiser 

was OUt with his teams and nun ear 
ing for the homeless as best he could. 
Be soon began tO clear away the de 
bris, and by noon many of the de- 
molished tents were replaced l>y 
Others. Some families, however, 

gathered their possessions as beat 

they could and left for their homes.

The grand stand erected for the 
baby parade was a mass of ruins, but 
Propiiclor Cottrell succeeded in sav- 
ing much of the lumber. Many of 
the benoheS In this section were also 
torn up.

The telegraph and and telephone 
wires suffered from the gale. The 

Postal Telegraph Company was crip- 
pled tO such an extent that they could 
only communicate with their branch 
offices at the Asbury Park hotels and 

as far south as Belmar. Their wires 

Were down as far north as New Bruns- 
wick. The Western Union Com- 
pany was for a time without a single 
wire to the big cities and all com- 
munication was suspended. 

The electric launches "Dan" and 

" Bonaventure," which ply on Deal 
Lake and are owned by A. S. llicklcy, 
were badly damaged by the storm. 
The " Dart" was stripped of her awn- 
and deck trimmings. The boats 
are damaged to the extent of $800, and 
the " Bonaventure" may prove to be 
a total wreck. Mr. Ilickly pur- 
chased fifty feet of strong rope lo 
be, used in an emergency. The rope 
was put in the locker on the pier and 
was used lo rescue the sailors from 
the " Mary Kelly."

The schooner reached Sipian Inlet 
Tuesday morning An ami the 

er.'w put in the time fishing. They 
captured 7ih fish. When the storm 

increased in violet the captain drop- 
ped anchor and proposed to weather 
the gale. All night long the frail 

ed ami plunged, ami the 
swept oontinuonsl] over the 

deck. The captain and male lashed 
them o the rigging and dil 

ed the movemenl mil 

crew. It was a terrible experience 



for the sailors, who expected every 
moment to be swept overboard. 

The schooner parted her anchor 
chain at 1 :.')() on Thursday and the 
mle drove her at a furious rate Up the 
beach. They put up their storm sails 
and attempted to round the Atlantic 

Higlands, but the attempt was un- 
successful, for the wind swept away 
all the canvas. Just before four 
o'clock Captain O rattan discerned t lit- 
shore. The ship refused to answer 
the helm and beaded Straight for the 

beach. The Captain was at work at- 
tempting to throw out anotliei anchor, 
when, at 4 A.M. the schooner struck 
the bar with such violence that the 
two masts broke olT close to the deck, 
carrying with (hem the rigging. 
"Tony " Oliver, one of the crew, was 
struck by a falling spar and his breast 
was quite badly injured.

The ship H 
shore at 4.12 a.m 
guests from the Hotel Columbia 
rushed (o the beach and prepared to 
render assistance to the sailors. Mel- 
ville II. Freasof Philadelphia, Rob- 
ert Taylor of Newark, Mr. Murrell of 
the Hotel Columbia and George Mar- 
shall of Philadelphia were the first to 
reach the scene. Mr. Freas and 
Mr. Taylor secured a rope used by 
the bathing masters, and fastening a 
brick to the end thereof, threw il 
over the vessel. The sailors tied the 
rope about their bodies and were 
pulled through the violent surf to the 
shore. 

The Brat sailorreacued was Andrew 
Larison, a 1 7-year-old boy. Five 

other were brought to the beach by 
means of the rope. The seventh sail- 
or lumped overboard and swam 

ashore. The - lusted

spectators. Capt Edwards, of the 

Life Saving Service, was present, 
He brought the apparatus from the 
station in a wagon, but six of the men 
had been safely landed before he 
could gel, his life-saving appliances 
ready. Captain Edwards rescued 
one of the sailors, the last man to 
reach shore. A fifty foot rope, 
owned by Mr. Hickley 01 the Fiectrie 
Railway Company, was found at the 
dock of the electric launches, " Dart " 

and " Bonaventure." This rope with 

a quantity Of copper wire was taken 
to the beach and used by the rescu- 
ers. 

The shipwrecked men were taken 

to the Columbia in stages and 

breakfast and dry clothing. Here 
liny were photographed and the 
gnosis raised a purse of $7(> for the 
men.

They were 
given dinner at the Columbia and 
furnished with rooms.

The only body recovered was that 
of Walter, the cook, he was given a 
Christian burial by founder Bradley. 

Thousands of hotel guests and cot 
tagers including your scribe braved 
orm and witnessed the wreck 
Thursday morning.

washed ashore and carried them home 
as souvenirs.
